1943, v indicated  in- 
creases during  February  in  holdings  of  shell  eggs,  frozen  and  cured  pork,  trainings 
and  offal,  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat,  but  sharp  er-than-usual  s^sonal  reductions 
in  most  other  products. 

Holdings  of  shell  eggs  were  abnormally  increased  during 
total  of  970,000  cases  on  March  1.  The  increase  in  frozen  an 
erately  above  normal,  but  lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  stocks  were  accumulated  at  a 
slower-than- normal  rate. 

During  February,  holdings  of  apples,  frozen  fruits  and  vegetables  were  with- 
drawn at  a rate  greater  than  normal,  but  stocks  we re  larger  than  a year  earlier. 
Stocks  of  manufactured  dairy  products  we re  reduced  at  a rapid  rate  during  the  month, 
bringing  these  holdings  substantially  below  a year  earlier  but  not  grea.tly  below 
normal. 

Poultry  stocks  declined  at  a much  faster  rate  than  average  and  on  March  1 were 
well  below  those  of  a year  earlier  and  the  5-year  average.  Beef  and  lamb  and  mutton 
stocks  were  reduced  moderately. 

The  net  reduction  in  commodity  holdings  is  reflected  in  the  space  occupied  in 
the  warehouses.  Cooler  occupancy  on  March  1 was  reported  at  57  percent  compared 
with  59  percent  a month  earlier.  Freezer  occupancy  was  64  percent,  compared  with 
69  percent  on  February  1.

Total  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  showed  a net  accumulation  during 
February  1943  of  32.3  million  pounds.  The  833.7  million  pounds  on  hand  March  1, 
were  57.4  million  /below  those  of  a year  earlier  hut  15.5  million  above  the  5-year 
(1938-42)  average.  Beef  holdings  were  reduced  during  the  month  and  the  March  1 
total  was  101.1  million  pounds.  This  ..quantity  is  49.3  million  pounds  below  the 
t March  1,  1942  holdings  but  15.7  million  above  average.  Pork  stocks  on  the  other 
hand  increased  during  February  by  40  million  pounds  and  totaled  628.4  million  on 
March  1.  This  is  11.9  million  pounds  greater  than  that  on  hand  a year  earlier  but 
8,3  million  pounds  below  average. 

Lard  and  rendered  pork  fat  holdings  were  123.7  million  pounds.  The  increase 
during  Febriiary  was  considerably  below  normal  for  the  month.  Stocks  on  hand  on 
March  1,  1943  were  at  an  abnormally  low  level,  being  82.9  million  pounds  less  than 
a.  year  ago,  and  82.7  millions  below  average.
